ay appear hereafter, I could not help takiffs notice of 
he deficiency of all compendiums of this kind, both with 
ſpect to the number and length of the articles, For 
hich reaſon I hoped to do my country ſome ſervice, in 
diving them another more copious and more complete, 
ontinen its portableneſs at the ſame time. 


perhaps the deficiencies may be thought only to relate 
pocket treatiſes of this kind ; but the fame objections 
ill lie againſt larger volumes with relation to the number 
of the articles: which, that it may appear more readily, 
he reader may obſerve that thoſe wanting in others, are

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The diſcoveries that have been made of late years in 
different parts of the globe, and the various ſettlements 
and emigrations in conſequence thereof, render the old 
ſyſtematical writers of little or no uſe ; eſpecially as they 
had very little knowledge of the places they treated of, 


and have ſtuffed their books full of abſurd and monſtrous 


ſtories, the natural offspring of the credulity of thoſe 
times. 


The places in this dictionary 8 have the appel- 


lation of towns, which in others are termed cities; be- 
cauſe all cities are towns, though all towns are not cities. 


| Beſides, geographers are not agreed about the properties 
dat conſlitute a city. In England and Wales every 


biſhop's ſee is a city, though the number of houſes are 


hardly ſufficient to deſerve the name of a village. In the 
Low Countries every large walled place is a city, though 
it neither is, nor ever was a biſhop's fee, as for in- 
ſtance Liſle: and yet in France they have a great 
number of cities that have no walls or other fortifi- 
cations. The French diſtinguiſh their towns by- the 
names of Ville, Cit?, Bourg, Bourgade and Village; but 
what the difference 1s between Ville and Cite is very hard 
to ſay. | 


The eaſieſt way of finding places in a map is by the 


longitude and latitude, the former being numbered on the 


top, and the latter on the ſides : and therefore where lines 
drawn from each point may be ſuppoſed to meet, there the 
town will be found. Beſides this, there are the diſtances 
from ſome remarkable place or places, and the river, lake, 


or coaſt on which any town is ſeated. The beſt method 


of 
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of underſtanding the map of any country, is firſt to be- 
come acquainted with the moſt remarkable rivers, becauſe 
all towns of any conſiderable note are ſeated thereon, and 
then thoſe that fall thereinto, and the places they paſs by, 

| as alſo in what manner any town is ſeated with reſpect to 
others in the fame country, of which a particular map 
ſhould always be procured. 


The longitude is always reckoned from Ferro one of 
the Canary iſlands, according to the beſt French maps, 
which are far more accurate than any done in England. 
It 1s carried on eaſtward all round the glube, and if you 
want the difference of the longitude of any place from 
London, it is only ſubſtraQting the leaſt number from the 
greateſt, Thus London is 17 degrees 35 minutes eaſt of 
Ferro, and Berlin is 31. 7. Subſtract the former from the 
latter, and you will find that Berlin is more eaſterly than 
London 13. 32. The longitude of Edinburgh is 14. 35, 
that is Teſs than that of London, and therefore more 
weſterly by three degrees. Likewiſe by ſubſtracting the 
longitude of London from that of any other place, you 
will have the longitude of that place in our Engliſh maps. 
They make uſe of weſt longitude for America; for which 
reaſon you muſt ſubſtraQ that, in this dictionary from 360 
degrees, and to the difference add the longitude of London, 
and you will have the weſt Jongitude from thence. 
Thus take 306, that of Boſton in New England, from 
360, and the difference will be 54; To which add 17. 35, 
and the longitude weſt of Boſton will be found to be 


11. 35. And here it muſt be noted, that 60 minutes 
make one degree. 


In the deſcriptions of the empires, countries, provinces, 
aiſtricts, counties, cities, boroughs, and towns, every re- 
markable circumſtance is taken notice as far as our room 
vould admit. I have ſhewn how each country is bounded, 
us extent, productions, manufactories, forces, the numbers 
f the inhabitants, manners and religion, at leaſt as far as

I could obtain any certain account. The diſtances of 
places in England and Wales, are reckoned according to 
Engliſh ſtatute miles, of which there are 69 to a degree; 


but every where elſe I follow the marine meaſure of 60 to 
a degree, and in general this laſt is moſt convenient, be- 


cauſe the graduation on the ſide of the map, will always 


ſerve inſtead of a ſcale of miles. 


I might complain, as others have done before me, of 
the difficulties of writing dictionaries in general, and 
more particularly thoſe of Geography, on account of 
the different orthography of the countries and towns ; 


the contradictions met with in the beſt treatiſes of this 
kind, as well as in maps, charts, and the relations of 


travellers : yet as I was not preſſed into the ſervice, but 
was to all intents and purpoſes a volunteer, I have no 
body to blame but myſelf, for entering ”_ ſo laborious 


a taſk: 


However, I have been better enabled to reconcile 
differences, to expunge falſities, and to ſet aſide impoſi- 


tions, from having ſeen a conſiderable part of the world 


myſelf; and from having made ſuch obſervations as in 
ſome meaſure qualify me to judge of places which J have 
not ſeen, Here you will find no ſelling of winds, no 
diabolical conjurations, no nations of canibals or men- 
eaters ; nor indeed any thing elſe that is ſhocking to com- 
mon-ſenſe, or evidently repugnant to the cuſtoms and 
practices of other parts of the world; unleſs the ſtrange 
accounts of the different objeQs of worſhip may be ſo 
eſteemed: but then we find others to match them in very 
diſtant parts. Thus if we find ſome that adore a fly, we 
ſhall meet with others that pay divine honours to a mon- 
key's tooth; ſome to a ſerpent, others to a tree; not to 
mention the vaſt variety of image worſhip all over the 
world: and therefore we cannot reject ſuch extravagant 
practices, from their ſeeming abſurdity,

Sir John Narborough was purpoſely fitted out to ſurvey the Streights of 
Magellan, the neighbouring coaſt of Patagonia, and the Spaniſh ports 
in that frontier; with directions, if poſſible, to procure ſome intercourſe 


with the Chilian Indians, who are generally at war, or at leaſt on ill terms _ 
with the Spaniards ; and to eftabliſh a commerce and a laſting correſpon- 
dence with them.

The 
laſt of theſe have been ſeen by many ſhips, both French and Engliſh. 
Woodes Rogers, who run along the north-eaſt coaſt of theſe iſles in the 
year 1708, tells us that they extended about two degrees in length, and 
appeared with gentle deſcents from hill to hill, and ſeemed to be good 
ground, interſperſed with woods, and not deſtitute of harbours. Either 
of theſe places, as they are iflands at a conſiderable diſtance from the con- 
tinent, may be ſuppoſed, from their latitude, to lie in a climate ſufficiently 
temperate. This, even in time of peace, might be of great conſe- 
quence to this nation; and in time of war, would make us maſters of thoſe . 
ſeas. 
It would appear, from the ſecret expeditions lately made to the South- 
Seas, that, beſides this new ſettlement on Falkland iſlands, fince that 
gentleman wrote, the government have another in view, round Cape 
Horn, which indeed is equally neceſſary for a place of general rendezvous, 
to reſit and refreſh after effeCting that dreadful navigation; and where, 
| when accompliſhed, our ſhips, in time of war, approach a hoſtile coaſt, 
the only good ports in theſe ſeas being poſſeſſed by the Spaniards. 

By our having the poſſeſſion of one good harbour here, and keeping 
the royal navy on a reſpectable footing, we ſhall have nothing to fear 
from all the united force of France, Spain, and Portugal, Whoever looks 
on a map of America, and obſerves the number of our ſettlements, and 
their ſituation in reſpect to the poſſeſſions of thoſe powers in this quarter, 
will ſee the impoſſibility of their trade eſcaping the vigilance of our 
cruiſers, pouring out from every corner of this immenſe country. Add to 
this, that having hitherto attempted their colonies with ſucceſs, what may- 
we not expect in a future war, from ſuch additional ſtrength, ſo many 
convenient harbours to refit, or ſupply our fleets and armies,

jure cuſtomers. Here are likewiſe ſe- 


veral hundred khans, or caravanſa- 
ries,- three ſtoreys high, for lodging 
ſtrangers. This city was formerly a 
place of much 'greater trade than at 
preſent, ſince the way was found out 
to the E. Indies by the Cape of Good - 
Hope. The principal merchandizes 
for exportation are flax, ſal-ammo- 
niac, and ſ:ffion. Beſides theſe, there

on ali ſides by the ſea, except where 
Scotland lies, to the N. It is 400 
meaſured m. in length, from Berwick 
upon Tweed to Chicheſter; and 370 
in breadth, from Dover in Kent, to 
Senan in Cornwall, Tt is happily 
ſituated with rega:d to trade, there 
being many good to. and harbours on 
the ſea-coaſt, which are taken notice 
of in their proper places. The air 
is generally very good and wholeſome, 
except in the hundreds of Eſſex and 
Kent, the fenns in Lincolnſhire and 
Cambridgeihire, and ſome other low 
marſhes near the ſea, The winters 
indeed are ſometimes rainy and foggy, 
and the weather js ſub. to great vari- 
ations, which, however, does not 
much impair the health of the inha- 
bitants who are accuſtomed thereto. 
The principal Rs. are the Thames, 
the Severn, the Trent, and the Ouſe ; 
of others, 
which are taken notice of in their 
proper places. England is a level and 
open country ; for, what hills there 
are, of any note, are chiefly towards 
the north. There are ſome remark- 
able forefls ; as Windſor Foreſt, the 


Foreſt of Dean, and the New Foreſt. 


The ſoil is different in different parts, 
but in general very fruitful. There 


are indeed Nzany heaths and downs,

but they produce graſs enough to feed 
flocks of ſheep. It produces all ſorts 
of fruits, trees, and herbs which are 
proper to the climate, There are 
great quantities of cyder, perry, mead, 
and ſeveral kinds of made wines; but 
the principal drink of the generality, 
is beer, or ale. The Engliſh wool is 
famous all over the world, as well as 
the manufactures made therefrom ; 
particularly broad-cloth, which is not 
to be equalled in any other country. 
There might alſo be excellent linen- 
manufactures, if it was worth while; 
but as they are come to a great per- 
fection in all kinds of linen in Scot- 
land and Ireland, where they can be 
made cheaper, that branch is greatly 
neglected. Here are all ſorts of ma- 
terials for building; and there are ex- 
cellent ſtone- quarries in ſeveral parts. 
The firing is pit- coal, wood, and turf, 
which laſt is uſed where coals are dear; 
but in moſt counties there is plenty 
of pit · coal. It is faid that there might 
be found coal- mines on Black- Heath; 
but they are not permitted to be open- 
ed, becauſe the ſhips which bring 
coals from Newcaftle to London, are 
a nurſery for ſean.en., No country 
in the world is better provided with 
horſes of all ſorts, and for every uſe; 
and particularly with iegard to race- 
horſes, that ate ſeldom equalled by 
thoſe of other countries, There are 
dogs of every kind, except wolf- dogs. 
Bat there is one ſort thatis not to be 
equalled in any part of the world, 
which is the bull dogs; but, when 
any of them are trar ſported beyond 
ſea, they loſe their courage; and the 
ſame is ſaid of Engliſh cecks. With 
regard to minerals, there are mines 
of iron, tin, lead, copper, and in ſome 
places fil'ver, beſides others of leſs 
note, As for the curioſities, they 
will be mentioned in their proper 
places when the co. in particular are 
treated of, As for the manners, cuſ- 
toms, and abilities of the inhabitants, 
nothing need be ſaid, nor yet of the 
govt. religion, and laws, of which 
very few can be ignorant.

of the council. I he colonies of Con- 
necticut and Rhode-Iſland are diſtinct 
govts. and independent of each other; 

but their conſtitution is much the 
ſame. The colony of New Hampth re 
depends immediately on the crown, 
and the King appoints their governor, 
lieutenant-governor, ard council, ma- 
giſtrates, and officers ; but the free- 
men elect their 1epreſ-r.tatives, or 
lower houſe But, the laws of all 
theſe are li: ble to be altered and re- 

pealed by the parliament of G. Britain. 

The land near the ſea js generally 

low ; but farther up the country there 

are a f:w hills, znd the N. E. part 

is rocky and mountainous. Nothing 

need be ſaid of the manners or diſ- 

poſition of the inhabitants, 2s they 

all originally came from England. 

With regard to their religion,. they 

are of the independent perſuaſion ; 

and they at firſt perſecuted every 


bother ſect that differed from them; 


nor would they ſuffer any of them to 
have any poſts or places under the 
govt. But at preſent, there is a greater 
harmony among Chriſtians of all per- 
ſuaſions.

N. Ocean; and on the E. by Aſia. 
It lies bet. 8 and go deg. of long. 
and bet. 25 and 72 deg. of lat. though 
it does not fill up all that ſpace. From 
Cape St. Vincent to the mouth of 
the R. Oby, it is near 3600 m. in 
length; and, from Cape Matapatam 
in the Morea, to the N. Cape in 
Lapland, it is about 2200 m. in 
breadth. It is much leſs than either 
Aſia or Africa; but then it ſurpaſſes” 
them in many things ; and it is en- 
tire'y within the temperate zone, ex- 
cept a ſmall part of Notway and 
Muſcovy ; ſo that there is neither 
the exceſſive heat, nor the inſupport- 
able cold, that are to be met with 
in the other parts of the continent; 
It does not abound in gold and ſilver 
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mines, much leſs in precious ſtones; 
nor des it produce ſugar and ſpices; 
nor yet does it nouriſh jackals, hy- 
nat, lynxes, leopards, tygers, lions, 
rhinocercſes, elephants, dromedaries, 
came's, or crocodiles; but it produces 
corn, wine, fruits, ſheep, oxen, horſes, 
and all other neceſſaries of life. Be- 
ſides, it is much more populous, and 


better cultivated than either Aſia or 


Africa. It is fuller of villages, towns, 
and cities, and the buildings are more 
ſtrong, more elegant and commodi- 
qQus, generally ſpeaking, than in the 
two former. The inhabitants are a!l 
whires, and, for the moſt part, much 
better made than the Africans, and 
even the Afiatics, With regard 
to arts and ſciences, there is no man- 
ner of compariſon z nor yet in trade, 


navigation, and war. They are more 


civilized, prudent, ſociable, generous 
and brave. With reſp:& to the di- 
viſion of Europe, it contains, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Great-Bri- 
tain and Ireland, Muſcovy, France, 
Germany, Poland, Spain, Portugal, 
Hungary, Swiſſerland, and Turky in 
Europe, beſides ſeveral ſmall iſlands, 
in the Mediterranean and elſe-where. 
There are 3 Emperors ; namely, of 
Germany, Muſcovy, and Turky, 
Which latt is commonly called the G. 
Seignior. The Pope is an eccleſiaſti- 
cal prince, yet has ſeveral territories 
under his dominion. The languages 
are, the Latin, of which the Italian, 
French, and Spaniſh, are dialects; 


the Teutonic, from which proceed 


thoſe of Ge many, Flanders, Hol- 
land, Sweden, Denmrk, and En- 
gland; the Sclavonian, which reigns 
(though in diſguiſe) in Poland, Muſ- 
c vy, Bchemia, and a great part of 
Turky in Europe, the Celtic, of 
which there are dialects in Wales, 
the Highlands of Scotland, Ireland, 
Bretagne in France, and Lapland.

As to the diſ- 
poſition of the people in general, they 
are robuſt, brave, good ſoldiers, free, 
laborious, inured to labour, dextrous 
in manufaQures, and fruitful in in- 
ventions. The nobility in Germany 
is-the pureſt in Europe, and will ſooner 
chooſe the daughter of a nobleman, 
without a fortune, than that of the 
richeſt citizen, Germany. is the moſt 
ſingular country io the world, for it 
contains a great many Princes, as well 
ſecular as eccleſiaſtic, who are abſolute 
in their own dominions, and. inde pen- 
dant of each other.

alſo gives the inveſtiture of ſiefs, and 
diſpoſes of thoſe which have devolved 
to the empire for want of ſucceſſors, + 
or confiſcations. The electors and 
other ſovereigns of Germany have an 
abſolute authority in their own domi- 
nions, and they can levy taxes, raiſe 
troops, make and diſſolve alliances, 
provided they do not prejudice the em- 
pire. They have power over life and 
death, and determine all civil cauſes 
definitively, unleſs in ſome particular 
caſes, in which they can make an ap- 
peal.

Jamaica, an iſland of America, 
diſcovered by Columbus, in 1 494, be- 
ing 350 m. N. of the con. of Ameri- 
ca, 37 S. of the iſland of Cuba, and 
50 W. of Hiſpaniola, and is about 
160 m. in length, and 50 in breadth, 
It is of an oval figure, and grows nar- 
rower from the middle, till it termi- 
nates in 2 points at the extremities of 
the iſland. It contains upwards of 
4,000,000 of acres, and is divided by 
a ridge of hills which run nearly from 
E. to W. from ſea to fea. Here a- 
bundance of fine Rs. take their riſe, 
and flow from both ſides in gentle 


ſtreams, refreſhing the valleys as they 


glide along, and furniſhing the inha- 
bitants with ſweet and cool water, 
They are well ſtored with fiſh, of 
various kinds, not known in Europe, 
but they are exceeding good. Howe- 
ver they have eels and craw-fiſh in 
great plenty, not unlike ours. The 
mountains, and indeed the greateſt 
part of the iſland, are covered with 
woods, which never loſe their verdure. 
There are a thouſand different kinds 


of trees, among which are the lignum 


vitz, the cedar, and the mahogany 
trees. In the valleys there are ſugar- 
canes, ginger, orahge and lemon trees, 
ſtar-apples, guavas, citrons, mammees, 
and others, which makes the country 
look like a paradiſe. But, to balance 
this, there are dreadful alligators in 
the Rs. guianoes, and galliwaſps in 
the fens and marſhes, and ſnakes and 
noxious animals in the mountains. 
The longeſt day is about 13 hours, 
and about 9 in the morning it is fo 
intolerably hot, that it would be diffi- 
cult to live, if the ſea-breezes did-not 
ariſe to cool the air. Sometimes the 
Nights are pretty cool, and there are 
great dews, which are looked upon as 
unwholeſome, eſpecially to new com- 
ers. There are two ſprings or ſea- 
ſons, for planting grain, and the year 
is diſtinguiſned into 2 ſeaſons, which 
are the wet and dry; but the rains 
are not ſo frequent as they were for- 


merly, which is ſuppoſed to be owing 
to 
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to the cutting down the woods. The 
months of July, Aug. and Sept. are 


called the hurricane months, becauſe 
then they are moſt frequent, and there 


is lightning almoſt every night. There 


is not above a third part of the iſland 
inhabited, for the plantations are all 


houtes are generally built low, being 
only one ſtory, on account of the 
hurricanes and earthquakes, and,the 
nezroes huts are made of reeds, 
which will hold only 2 or 3 perfons. 
The common drink is Madetra wine, 
or rum- punch. The common bread, 
or that which ſerves for it, is plaintains, 
yams, and caſſavia- roots. The yams 
are like potatoes, only of a much 
larger ſize, and more coarſe. Hogs 
are plenty, and thetr mutton and 
lamb pretty good'z but the ſervants 
generally feed upon the Iriſh ſalt- 
beet, and the negroes have herrings 
and ſait-fiſh. The common dreſs here 
of the men is, linen drawers and 
waiſtcoats, thread ſtockings, and hand- 
kerchiefs tied round the head; but, 
upon public occaſtons, the gentlemen 
wear wigs, ſilk coats and wailtcoats, 
trimmed with ſilver. The negroes go 
naked, except a pair of breeches or a 
petticoat. The ladies are richly dreſt, 
and the ſervant maids wear linen- 
powns. The current coin is all Spa- 
niſh-money, for that of the Englith is 
kept as a curioſity. The general pro- 
duce of this iſland is, ſugar, run, gin- 
per, cotton, indigo, pimento, choco- 
late, ſeveral kinds of wood, and me- 
d.cinal drugs. They have ſome tobac- 
co, which is but indifferent, and uſed 
only by the negroes, who can ſcarce 
live without it. They have no ſorts 
of European grain, but they have In- 
dian corn, Guinea-corn, and peale 
of various kinds, but. none like onrs, 
with variety of roots. Fruits are in 
great plenty, ſuch as Seville and Chi- 
na Oranges, common and ſweet le- 
mons, ſhadocks, citrons, pomegranates, 
mammees, ſourſops, papas, pine- ap- 
pes, cuſtard - apples, ſtar- apples, prickly 
pears, allicada-pears, melons, pompi- 
ons, guavas, and many other forts, 
he common diſtempers are, fevers, 
fluxes, and the dry gripes. There

It is the 
Ticheit country in the world for gold, 
and the air and water are very gcod. 
It produces a great deal of rice, which 
they reap in September; millet, wheat, 


and barley, which they get in in May. 


Cedars are common, and ſo large that 
they are proper for the maſts of ſhips 
and columns for temples. They have 
a large quantity of porcelain, ſilk, and 
ſkins, as allo red pearls, which are 
not leſs in eſteem than the white. In 
ſhort, Japan is accounted one of the 
beſt countries in Aſia. The inhabi- 
tarts are naturally ingenious, and 
have a happy memory 3 but their 


menners are diametrically oppoſite to 
thoſe of the Euiopeans. The iciences 
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are highly eſteemed among them, 
and they have ſeveral ſchools at dif- 
ferent places. Thoſe that they ſtudy 
moſt are arithmetic, rhetoric, poetry, 
hiſtory, and aſtronomy. Some of their 
ſchools at Meaco have each 3 or 4000 
ſcholars, Thoſe that have too many 
children make no ſcruple of deſtroying 
ſome of thern; and there zre many wo- 
men who kill them before they are 
born, eſpecially if they ſuſpect they 
are of the female ſex- The Japaneſe 
are naturally good ſoldiers, and ſkilful 
at ſhooting with a bow : but, as they 
inhabit nothing but iſlands, they are 
ſeldom at war with their neighbours. 
They former!y carried on a trade with 
the neighboui ing countries; but now 
all communication with others is for- 
bid, eſpecially with Chriſtians, for 
they do not look upon the Datch to 
be ſuch. Their emperor is called 
Dairo z and in the minority of one of 
them in 1150, when they had civil 
wars, one of the competitors for the 
crown aſſumed the eccleſiaſtical go- 
vernment, retaining the ſame title; 
while the other, who ruled in civil 
affairs, was called Cuba; and things 
have remained on the ſame footing to 
this day. The religion of the whole 
country is Paganiſm 3 but there are 
two different ſets. There is no coun- 
try in the world where there are more 
convents than here; but the women 
are not chaſte, for they have the ſe · 
cret of taking drugs to render them- 
ſelves barren. There was once a great 
number of Chriſtians in different 
parts of the empire; but in 1633 
they underwent great perſecutions 
inſomuch that they were all rooted 
out of Japan. The emp. of Japan is 
a ſovereign monarch, and all the pet- 
ty kings are his vaſſals. His army ge- 
nerally conſiſts of 100,000 foot, and 
20, 00 horſe, which with thoſe main 
tained by his vaſſals amount t 
268,c00 foet, 38,000 horſe, and 
2000 vaſſals. His ordinary revenue 
is immenſe, but it is hard to ſay wh 
it is exactly. The palace of the 
emp. is at Jeddo, in the iſland of N. 
phon, and it is the cap. of the whole 
The only Europeans that . 
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Japan are the Dutch and whenever 
their ſhips arrive, they take away their 
guns, fails, and helms, and carry them 
on ſhore till they are ready to return 
back, In the abſence of the ſhips the 
faQtors are ſhut up in a ſmall peninſu- 
la, and are not ſuffered fo much as fo 
have a lighted candle in their houſes 
in the night time, The merchandiſes 
which the Dutch carry to Japan are 
ſpices, ſugars, filks, linen and wool- 
len cloth, elephants tecth, and haber- 
daſhery wares ; for which they receive 
gold, ſilver, cabinets, and other japan- 
ned and lacquered ware. The Japa- 
neſe have neither tables, beds, nor 
chairs; but they fit and lie on carpets 
and mats in the manner of the Turks.

It was afterwards 
taken by the Romans, and ruined, 
together with the Temple, 70 years 
after the birth of Chriſt, being one cf 
the moſt remarkable ſieges in hiſtory, 
The Emp. Adrian built a new city, 
near the ruins of antient Jeruſalem. 


It was taken by the Perſians in 614, 
'and by the Saracens in 636, 


In 1099 
it was retaken by the Latins, who 


founded a new kingdom, which laſted 


88 years, under 9 K. Saladin, K. of 
Egypt and Syria, got poſſeſſion of it 
in 1187. The Turks drove away 
the Saracens in 1117, and have kept 
poſſeſſion of it ever ſince; who call it 
ELEops, that is, The Holy City. It 
is now inhabited by Turks,. Arabs, 
Tews, and Chriſtians, It ſtands on a 
high rock, with ſteep aſcents on every 
ſide, except to the N. It is almolt 
ſurrounded with valleys encompaſſed 
veith mountains, fo that it ſeems to 
Rand in the middle of an amphitheatre. 
It is at preſent about 3 m. in circum- 
ference, and includes Mount Calvary, 
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which was formerly without the walls. 


The only thing that renders it conſide- 
rable is the great reſort of pilgrims, 
for the inhabitants accommodate them 


with lodgings and proviſions, which is 


their chief buſineſs, A Baſhaw, with 
2 guard of Janiſaries, always reſides 
here, to protect them from the inſults 
of the Arabs. The church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, which the pilgrims 
chiefly come to viſit, is a large ſtruc- 
ture, with a round nave, which has no 
ght but what comes through the top, 
like the Rotunda at Rome, It is cut 
out of the rock; and there are 3 holes 
in the roof, to let out the ſmoke of 
the lamps, which are 44 in number, 
ard always kept lighted. Before the 
gate of the ſepulehre, there is a ſilver 
lamp, ſo large, that two men cannot 
fathom it.

In the places that de- 
pend upon the Europeans ſomeof them 
are become Roman Catholics, Many 
of the Idolaters believe in the tranſmi- 
gration of ſouls, and will not kill 
or eat any thing that has life, not even 
the moſt nexious inſets or animals, 
Their principal prieſts are brachmans z 
and there are faquirs, who make their 
principal devotion conſiſt in the choice 
of the molt troubleſome poſtures, which 


they never leave till they quit the 


world. Sometimes theſe faquirs go in 
a body, followed by a great number of 
diſciples ; and they often make a me- 
rit of killing Chriſtians. It was a great 
cuſtom among the Gentoos for the 
women to burn themſelves with their 
deceaſed huſbands ; but the Mahome- 
tans will not now allow it. Inſtead 
of tobacco, the Indians chew leaves of 
Arrack, and betel- nuts, with lime, as 
they pretend, to preſerve their teeth; 
and at their entertainments they al- 
ways preſent mixtures of this kind, 
which renders their lips red, and their 
teeth black. The people of proper- 
India, as well as thoſe of China, who 
ought to know better, proſtrate them- 
ſelves on the ground, with great de- 
votion, that the ſun and moon when 
eclipſed may not be devoured by a cer- 
tain dragon, to which they imagine 
the defect of light is owing. The In- 
dies is divided into four large parts, 
namely, Indoſtan, the peninſula on 
this fide the Ganges, that beyond it, 
and the iſlands of the E. Indian ſeas, 
the principal of which are Ceylon, 
Sumatra, Java, Borneo, the Celebes, 
the Maidives, the Moluccas, and the 
Marians.

3s ſaid to be the capital city, though 
ſome will hardly allow it. They 
diſtinguiſh ſeveral of them by certain- 
epithets, as Rome the holy, Naples 
the noble, Florence the beautiful, 
Genoa the ſuperb, Ravenna the antient 
Milan the great, Venice the rich, 
Padua the learned, Bologna. the. fat, 
Leghorn the trading, Verona. the 
Charming, Lucca the handſome, and 
Caſal the ſtrong. But this laſt has 
Joſt its title with its fortifications, for 
they were demoliſhed in 1694. The 
inhabitants have a great many good 
qualities as well as. bad ones; they 
are polite, active, prudent, ingenious, 
and politic; but then they are luxuri- 
one, effeminate, addicted to the mo! 
criminal pleafures, revengeful, and 
uſe all ſorts of artifices to deſtroy 
their enemies; which produces a great 
number of aſſaſſinations. Add to 


theſe, that they are extremely jealous, 


and keep their wives and daughters 
always ſhut up ; yet there is no 
Place in the world where impurity 


abounds fo. much as in Italy, for there

They are very 
poorly clad, and often lye upon the 
ſnow. Their. chief merchandizes are 
dried cod a ad other fiſh, and the kin; 
of rain-deer, and furrs. They are 
of a ſhort ſtature, with a large head, 
broad fore-head, blue eyes, ſhort flat 
noſes, and ſhort, ſtraight, coarſe black 
hair. They are a rude brutal ſort of 
people, though ſome of them have 
embraced Chriſtianity, which has nct 
mended their morals, Inſtead of 
bread. they make uſe of dried fiſh, 
which they reduce to powder, They 
are very fond of ſpirituous liquors, 
and are never ſober when they can 
purchaſe them. They ſeldom ſtay 
long in one place, but rove about 
continually..

to the French in 1701.

One part of the roofs are 
cevered with coarſe linen cloth, and 
the others only with reeds, which is 
rt inconvenient, becauſe it never 
rains here ; but the richeſt inhabitant 
cover theirs with fine mats, or beauti- 
ful cotton-cloths. There are trees 


Planted all round their houſes to keep 
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houſes want in heighth they have in 
length and depth, for ſome of them 
are 200 feet long, and proportionably 


broad, fo that they have 10 or 12 


large apartments on the ground floor. 
The royal ſquare is very handſome, 
and in the middle there is a fountain 
of bronze, adorned with the image 
of Fame, which ſpouts out water. 
On the E. and W. ſides are the public 


Iſtructures, which are well built. The 


R. which croſſes I. ima forms canals or 
ſtreams, which run to moſt of the 
houſes, and ſerve to water their gar- 
dens, as well as for other uſes. All 
the churches and convents are extreme- 
ly rich, and many images of the ſaints 
are of maſſy gold, adorned with jewels. 
This city is 4 m. in length, and 2 in 
breadth, and is divided into 8 pariſhes, 
yet it contains but 28,0:0 inhabitants, 
whereof gooo are Spaniards. They 
uſe mules to draw their coaches with, 
and of theſe there are about 5000. It 
is the ſeat of the viceroy, and contains 
ſeveral courts, as that of the viceroy, 
of the archbp. of the inquiſition, of 
the cruſado, and of the wills. Earth- 
quakes are here very frequent, and 
ſome have done this city a great deal 
of damage, particularly that in 1746, 
by which it was almoſt deſtroyed 3 and, 
if it was not for this, it would be a 
perfect paradiſe, there being plenty of 
corn, wine, oil, ſugar, fruits, and flax, 
The inhabitants are fo rich, that when 
the viceroy, who was D. of Palata, 
was ſent from Spain to Peru in 1682, 
and made his public entrance into 
this city, the inhabitants paved the 
ſtreets he was to paſs through with 
ingots of ſilver. The inhabitants of 
Lima are very debauched, but at the 
{ame time extremely ſuperſtitious, and 
tney have a ſtrong belief in the power 


'0f charms. About a fourth part of the 
city are Monks and Nuns, who are 
not chaſter than the reſt ; and if any 
one happens to rival a monk, he is 
in danger of his life, for they always 
carry a dagger 
The nuns are ſuch libertines, that it 
is hard to find any free from the 
French diſeaſe, of which they ſome- 
times die for want of good phyſicians, 


under their frocks. 
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The greateſt ſinners think they atone 
for all their faults by hearing a maſs, 
and kifling the robe of St. Francis or 
St. Dominic, and then they return to 
their former practices. It is ſeated on 
a large, pleaſant, fertile plain, on a 
ſmall R. near the ſea, Lon.

Livonia, a large pro. of the Ruſ- 
ſian empire, with the title of a D. It 
is bounded on the N. by the Gulph of 
Finland; on the W. by that of Riga;

gorcd. It is about 250 m. from N. 
to S. and 150 from E. to W. The 
land is fo fertile in corn, that it 1s called 
the gtanaty of the N. and would pro- 
duce a $:cat deal more, if it was not 
to full of lakes. The fiſh that abounds 
here are ſalmon, carp, pike, flat 
ſiſh, and many others.

firſt diſtinction. 
having pei formed his devotion, makes 
the virgin a preſent proportionable to 
his ability, whence it may be readily 
concluded, that this chapel muſt be 
full of immenſe riches. As one and 
the ſame place may be converted to 
ſeveral uſes, politicians have often 
met here to conſult about peace or 
war, or to make alliances. The pa- 
lace where the governor lodges ſtands 
near the church, and the eccleſiaſtics 
who are employed in it lodge in the 
ſame palace, where they receive the 
pilgrims of high diſtinction.

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it for evils, ulcers, and running ſores, 
have been ſhortly cured: Alſo, for 
petrifying wood, which is not only 
found in the lake itſelf, but in the 
adjacent ſoil at a conſiderable depth 
and on its ſhores ſeveral beautiful gems 
have been diſcovered. It abounds with 
great variety and plenty of fiſh ; and 
one ſort called the Dolochan, a ſpecies 
of large trout, is ſaid to be peculiar to 
it. The area of this lake is ſuppoſed 
to be 100,000 acres. It gives title

diſtinction. It is a place of very great 
trade, which js extended not on:y 
through France, but to Italy, Swiſſer- 


land and Spain; and there are four 


celebrated fairs every year, which are 
frequ*ented by great numbers of people.

The inhabi- 
tants are generally black, treacherous, 
ſavage, and cruel. Their hairis long 
and curled, at leaſt on the coaſts, for 
they ſeem to have had a great many 
Arabs among them, with whom they 
are mixed. It is a populous country, 
but they have no cities or towns, but 
a great number of villages at a ſmall 
diſtance from each other. Their 
houſes are pitiful huts, with doors ſo 


low, that a boy of 12 years old cannot 


enter them without ſtooping. Thoſe 
that are dreſt in the beſt manner have 
a piece of cotton; cloth, or ſilk, wrapt 


round their middle, but the common 


ſort have ſcarce ſufficient to hide their” 
nakedneſs. Both inen and women are 
fond of bracelets and necklaces, and 
they anoint their bodies with ſtinking 
greaſe or oil. There are a great many 
petty Ks. whoſe riches confiſt in cattle 
and ſlaves, and they are always at war 
one with another. The firſt horſe that 
was ever (een in this iſland was brought 
over from the E. Indies by a French- 
man. It is hard to ſay what their 
religion is, for they have neither 
churches nor prieſts. They have corn, 
grapes, and honey ; as alſo, minerals 
and precious ſtones. The French have 
attempted to ſettle here, but have all 
been driven from hence. There is no 
doubt to be made but there muſt be 
different ſorts of ſoil and productions 
in different parts of ſo large an iſland, 
but there are only ſome parts on the 
coalts yet known, The famous Avery, 
a pirate, formerly. had his ſtation. in 
a harbour of this iſland, as well as 
others, and there were five Engliſh 
men of war ſent to ſuppreſs. them. 
They were fo powerful once, as not 
to be afraid of any. enemies, either 
by ſea or land.

MApiRA, an iſland of the Atlantic 
Ocean,. in the ſorm of a triangle, 240 
m.

tremely fertile, eſpecially in wine, 
which it now produces in great quan- 
tities, and keeps beſt in the hotteſt 
climates. For this reaſon the inhabi- 
tants of the Caribbee Iſlands that can 
afford it drink little elſe, and the Ma- 
deira wine that is brought to England 
is thought to be worth little, unleſs it 
has brit been a voyage to the W. Indies. 
The air is temperate, pure, and ſerene, 
and they have oranges, bananoes, and 
other ſouthern fruits. They have alſo 
plenty of cattle and game, but no 
venomous creatures. This iſland is 
well watered and peopled, and the in- 
babitants are good natured, but greatly 
addicted to pleaſure.

There are above 
i100 tower or ſteeples, in different 
places, which contribute greatly to the 
embelliſhmeat of the to. It is ſeated 
in a large plain, ſurrounded with high 
mountains, but has no wall, rampart, 
or ditch. The royal palace is built on 
an eminence, at the extremity of the 


to. and as it is but 2 ſtories high, it 


does not make any extraordinary ap- 
pearance. A fire happened in 17 34, 
which almoſt reduced it to aſhes, and 
it was a long time in rebuilding. The 
fineſt ſquare in Madrid is the Placa 
Mayor, which is ſurrounded with 300 
houſes, 5 ſtories high, and of an equal 


heighth. Every ſtage is adorned with 


a handſome . balcony, and the fronts 
are ſupported by columns, which form 
very fine arches. Here the mar. is 
held, and here they have their famous 
bull-fights. However, it is obſervable, 
that the very fineſt houſes have no 
glaſs-windows, they being only lattices, 
When the inhabitants build a houſe, 
the firſt ſtage belongs to the K. who 
may either ſel}, or Jett it, as he pleaſes.

It is a common ſaying, that 
there are 4 beautiful things to be ſeen 
at Mexico, namely, the women, the 
rich habits; the coaches and horſes, 
and the ſtreets.

1629, in which 40,000 perſons were 
drowned.

In general it is a mountainous country, 
intermixed with many rich valleys ;

There are 
a great number of fine houſes, and 
ſuperb palaces, but that of the gov. is 
the molt magaificent, All the fortifi- 
cations conſiſt in high walls, which is 
the reaſon of its having been taken ſo 
often; for it has been beſieged 40 
times, and taken 22. There is a 
citadel in the middle of the city to 
keep it in awe, The principal gate 
is defended by two towers, built with 
large ſtones, and after having croſſed 
a large ditch, there is another wall, 
which is thick, high, and flanked with 
ſeveral towers. Behind it is a covered 
gallery, ſupported by brick pillars, on 
which there are 200 pieces of cannon. 
Near to this is the palace of the antient 
dukes of Milan, which is a brick 
building, and in the great hall there 
are ſeveral ſorts of arms, very antient 
and valuable, being ſufficient to arm 10 
or 12,000 men, Milan has 250,000 
Inhabitants, 22 gates, 239 churches, 
96 pariſhes, 9o religious houſes, 100 
fraternities, 120 ſchools, and 10 hoſ- 
pitals. The cathedral church is the 
fineſt ſtructure, it being 500 feet long, 
200 broad, and 400 high. Though it 
is not ſo large as St Peter's at Rome, 
yet it ſurpaſſes it in the number and 
excellence of its ſculptures, and the 
beauty of its ornaments. It is caſed 
both within and without with white 
marble. The roof, which is vaſtly 
nigh, is ſupported by 160 columns of 
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white marble, which are ſo large, that 
three men can ſcarce fathom one of 
them. There are 600 ſtatues, each 
of which coſt above io crowns, and 
the croſs which adorns the great altar 
colt above 200,000 crowns, This 
church, is dedicated to the virgia 
Mary, and to St. Theklay. The college 
of St. Ambroſe has 16 profeſſors, who 
read lectures every day, and a fine 
library belongs thereto, which, beſides 
a prodigious number of manuſcripts, 
contains 45,000 printed books. Its 
ſuperb gallery is adorned with rich 
paintings, which deſerve to be taken 
notice of by travellers. The moſt 
conſiderable commerce of the inhabi- 
tants is in wine, corn, cheeſe, ſauſages, 
hard-ware, ſilk, and cotton- ſtuffs, all 
ſorts of artificial flowers, paper, pens, 
filver-ſmiths work, and more particu- 
larly in cloths, and lace of gold and 
ſilver. Notwithſtanding the largeneſs 
of the place, it is governed only by a 
preſident and 12 ſenators, It is the 
ſee of an archbp, and is 35 m. N. W. 
of Caſſel, 70 N. of Genoa, 145 N. W. 
of Florence, and 270 N. W. of Rome, 
Lon.

The ſoil, though 
ſandy and dry in ſome places, is ſo 
fertile in others, and the fruits are ſo 
good, as well as the paſtures, that it 
would be a delightful country, if pro- 
perly cultivated. The inhabitants are 
Mahometans, of a tawney complexion, 
robuſt, and very ſkilful in managing a 
horſe, and weilding a launce. However, 
they are unpoliſhed, jealous, ſhame- 
lefs, liars, ſuperſtitious, hypocrites, 
cheats, and of a cruel diſpoſition. 
There are two ſorts of inhabitants, the 
Arabs who dwell in adours, or moveable 


villages, compoſed of about 109 tents, 


and Bereberies, who are the antient 
inhabitants of the country, and who 
dwell in towns and cities. There are 
2 great number of Chriſtian ſlaves and 
ſome merchants upon the coaſts, be- 
lides a great number of Jews, who 
carry on almoſt all the trade. This is 
carried on by land with the Negroes, 
to whom they ſend large caravans, 
who travel over vaſt deſerts, almoſt 
deſtitute of water. They carry with 
them woollen manufactures, ſilk, . ſalt, 
and other things, and, ia return, they 
have ſlaves, gold, and elephants teeth. 
Ont of the ſlaves the emperor recruits 
his cavalry. They alſo ſend large 
caravans to Mecca every year, partly 
out of devotion, and partly for trade, 
conſiſting of ſeveral thouſand camels, 
horſes, and mules. Their commodities 
are Woo len manufactures, Morocco 
leather, indigo, cochineal, and oſtrich 
feathers, in return for which they have 
ſilks, muſlins, callicoes, coffee, and 
drugs. In the deſerts there are lions, 
bers leopards, and ſerpents of ſeveral 

inds. 
monds, lemons, oranges, pamegranates, 
and many others. They have allo flax 
and hemp, but little timber. The

A late traveller affirms, 
that the inhabitants now are not above 
25,000, and that the houſes go to ruin 
every day, without being rebuilt.

from the ocean as far as Alſace. They 
are called Netherlands, from their low 
ſituation near the mouths of ſeveral 
large Rs. In the sth century the 
Francs, a people of Germany, coming 
to ſettle in Gaul, founded a new K. 
to which they gave the name of 


France, but the country we are now 
ſpeaking of was not comprehended 


therein. In the gth century the ſons 
of the emp. Lewis the pious, having 
divided the dominions of their father 
among themſelves, for he poſſeſſed 
Germany, France, and Italy; a new 
K. was then formed, comprehending 
Germany and France, which extended 


from the Mediterranean Sea to the 
ocean, and contained a part of the 
Netherlands. 


It was called Lot haria, 
but did not long ſubßſt, for it was 


ſoon divided into 2, and that which 


was ſeated near the Mediterranean 
was called the K. of Burgundy, but 
that to the N. had the name of Auſtra- 
ſia. Neither did this laſt continue 
long, it being divided into ſmall pro. 
under different names, which ſtill de- 
pended oa Germany, and were called 
Lower Germany. | 
the houſe of Burgundy purchaſed ma- 
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ny of them, and was about to form 


them, with Burgundy, into a king- 


dom; but Charles the Hardy, the Jaſt 


D. of Burgundy, being killed by the 


Swiſs in 1477, his part of the Nether- 
lands fell to his daughter Mary, he 
having no male iſſue, and ſhe marry- 
ing the emp. Maximilian, the Nether- 
lands fell to Auſtria. Some time after 
the emp. Charles V. reunited them 
all under the title of the cir. of Bur- 
gundy, making it a part of the Roman 
empire. This cir. was then compoſed 


of 17 pro. namely, Brabant, Limburg, 


Luxemburg, Guelderland, Flanders, 
Artois, Hainault, Holland, Zealand, 
Namur, Zutphen, Frieſland, Mech- 
lin, Utrecht, Overyſſel, Groningen, 
and Antwerp. After his death his 
dominions were divided bet. his 
brother Ferdinand I. and his ſon 
Philip II. fo that the Netherlands fell 
to the ſhare of Philip, and were-united 
to Spain. This monarch was. defirous 
of founding a 5th monarchy, and 
made choice of the Netherlands 
to begin his projects in. But 
foreſeeing that he could not make 
this country a ſeat of war, while 
the inbabitants enjoyed their antient 
privileges, he undertook to deprive 
them of them. For this purpoſe he 
ſent the D. d'Alba, well known for 
his cruel diſpoſition, who went from 
place to place, exerciſing unheard of 
cruelties, in order to obtain his ends. 
After he had murdered above i co, ooo 
people, and had executed near 2000 
dy the hands of the common hangman, 
7 of theſe pro. were determined to 


throw off the yoke, and an agree- 
ment was made at Utrecht in 1579. 


Spain endeavoured for 70 years toge- 
ther to reduce them to obedience, but 
all in vain 3 and from this time the 
Seven United Pro. became a free and 
independent republic, which was con- 
firmed by the treaty of Weſtphalia in 
1648. After all theſe. viciflitudes the 
Netherlands had yet afwother_to come, 
which happened at the death of Char- 
tes II. K. of Spain, in 1700; for then 
the Spaniſh pro. fell to the ſhare of 


the houſe of Auſtria, and thence came

The 
ſtreets ate pretty clean, and people 
may walk in ſafety as well in the night 
as by day, on account of the preat 
number of lamps, which burn il 
morning, As ſoon as day appears 
ſome hundreds of carts, like thoſe of 
our nightmen in London, carry off the 
filth from before the doors of the 
houſes, and carry it out of the city, 
In the day there is a Corps de Gard in 
every ſtreet, to take care of the pubic 
ſafety , and. in the night there are 
horſe and foot which patrole through 
the ſtreets to prevent diſorders. Paris 
is an archbiſhopric, and Notre Dame 
is the metropolitan church; it is 
ſuperb ſtructure, ſupported by 120 
columns; the body of the church ig 
174 feet in length, 60 in breadth, 
and 100 in heighth; the towers or 
ſteeples are alſo very fine. The uni. 
at Paris is the moſt antient in Europe 
it having been founded by Charlemagne 
in 790 ; it is compoſed of 3 colleges 
of which that for divinity is called the 
Sorbonne. There are ſeveral famoui 
academies, namely, the French ac 
demy, thoſe of inſcriptions and belles 
lettres, of ſciences, of painting, of ſculp- 
ture, of architecture, and of ſurge!)

They have 
allo all ſorts of fruits, excellent wine, 
and a great number of mulberry trees, 
with the leaves of which they feed 
the filk-worms. Likewiſe dates, piſta- 
chio-nuts, and trees which produce 
manna, beſides rhubarb ; but this is 
brought out of Tartary. They have 
large flocks of ſheep and goats, and 
the tails of the former are of a 
monſtrous ſize. With regard to reli- 
gion, they are generally Mahometans, 
of the ſect of Hali, but Kouli Khan 
being of the ſe& of Omar, obliged all 
the Perſians to conform thereto ; but * 
fince his death it may ,be preſumed 
that many of them piofeſs their for- 
mer religion again. This delightful 
country is now torn to pieces by in- 
teſtine broils, there being ſeveral pre- 
tenders to the crown.

The ariſtocracy of this re- 
public conſiſts in the ſenate and general 
diet, The ſenate is compoſed of the 
bps, great officers, palatines, and gov. 
of towns, who, with the K. regulate 
the affairs of the K. The general 
diets, which are aſſemblies of all the 
nobility, ought to be held every 2 
years; but they meet oftner when there 
is any important affair on the ca:pet. 


Before a general diet is held, the K. 


ſends circular letters to the palatines, 
declaring what the affairs are that the 
aſſemblies are to deliberate upon. Upon 
this there is a particular dict in every 
pal. wherein nothing can be determin- 
ed without a general conſent ; for if 
one gentleman oppoſes the opinion of 
the aſſembly, it is obliged to break up; 
and that pal. from this time, can have 
no voice in the general diet, There 
likewiſe they muſt be all unanimous; 
for one ſenator, or nuncio can ſtop the 
proceedings of the whole.

The cuſtom of 
women's burning themſelves with the 
bodies of their dead huſbands was very 
common, but of late is much diſcoun- 
tenanced. The ſlaves or ſervants are 
very numerous, and their chief food 
is rice; however, moſt of them are 
afflicted with the French diſeaſe, and 
their wives are common both to the 
Gentoos and Moors, Theſe wretched 
people will ſell their ſiſters, daughters, 
or wives, for a trifle ; and they on 
their parts are very fond of the white 
men.

breadth from the gulph of Venice to 
the Tuſcan Sea. The ſubjects of the 
Pope have the ſame manners, good or 
bad, as the reſt of the Italians ; but, 
as the Pope tiles himſelf the vicar of 
Chriſt, one would imagine his ſubjects 
ſhould be the happieit -people in the 
world: but the caſe is directly con- 
trary; for the gov. is ſo abſolute, and 
ſo ſevere, that, after they have paid all 
their taxes, they have hardly ſufficient 
left to live upon. Moſt travellers have 
taken notice of the great poverty of 
the Pope's ſubjects, which ſufficiently 
ſhews what ſoit of a maſter they are 
under. The Pope engroſſes all the 
corn in the country, paying but half 
the value of it; but when it is ſold 
to the poor people, an extravagant 


price is always required. Even the 


bakers are obliged to buy their corn 
out of the Pope's magazines, and have 
leſs meaſure than what it was bought 
in by. The Pope's ter. are divided 
into 12 pro. which are ſeparated by 
the Appennine Mountains, ſome be- 
ing to the E. and ſome to the W. of 
them. The Pope is a ſovereign prince, 
but not content with that, pretends to 
be the vicar of Jeſus Chriſt upon earth, 
His miniſters of ſtate in church affairs 
are 70 cardinals, being the number of 
the 70 diſciples of our Saviour. 
Theſe cardinals elect the Pope, which 
election is determined by the plurality 
of voices; but then he that is choſen 
muſt have two thirds of the votes, for 
fear of a ſchiſm. As ſoon as a Pope 
is dead, the cardinals are obliged to 
repair to the Conclave immediately, 
and to continue ſhut up till they have 
choſen another.

Beſides theſe, they have gold, 
ſilver, diamonds, ard other precious 
ftones from America, which bring 
them in immenſe riches. The horſes 
of Portugal were formerly in great 
elleem, but now they are fo fond of 
rules, that if they were to raiſe an 
army, they would want horſes for 
the troopers. Towards the frontiers 
of Spain there are rountains in which 
they formerly got pold and filver, and 
the R. Tagus, or Tajo, was noted for 
its golden ſands; but now the Portu- 
eucze do not think them worth mind- 
ing. There are aiſo mines of iron, 
tin, lead, quariies of marble, and 
ſorne precious ſtones The principal 
Rs. are, the Tajo, the Duero or Dou- 
ro, the Guadiana, the Minho, and 
the Munda or Mondego.

Prague was taken by ſtorm in Nov. 
1741, for the elector of Bavaria, then 
emperor 3 but marſhal Belleiſſe was 
obliged to leave it in Dec. 1742. In 
1744 this city was bombarded and ta- 
ken by the K. of Pruſſia, who made 
the garriſon of 16,000 men, priſoners 
of war ; but he was obliged to aban- 
don it the ſame year.

Charles. The hotel dieu is in the 
midway z. and from thence there are 
ſmall houſes, which reach to the houſe 
of the intendant. On the other ſide 
of the Jeſuit's college, where the 
church ſtands, is a pretty long ſtreet in 
which is a nunnery. Almoſt all the 
houſes are built of ſtone, and there 
are about 7000 inhabitants ;-the fort 
is a handſome building, but it was net 
quite finiſhed a few years ago.

The pope has 3 ſu- 
perb palaces, namely, that of the 
Vatican, which ſtands by St. Peter's 
church, where he reſides in winter. 
They reckon 560 apartments in it, and 
3 galleries, one above another. - The 
garden has delightful walks, groves 


of orange trees, water-works, and 


many other fine ornaments, His 
ſummer-houſe is built on Mount Ca- 
vallo; and the third is the palace of 
the Lateran, which is near the church 


of St. John, where they crown the 


popes. St. Peter's church is the largeſt 
in all Chriſtendom ; and it is incraſt= 
ed within and without with marble. 
It is 840 feet in length, 725 in breadth, 
300 in height, and 2465 in circum- 
ference z 23 popes have died ſince it 
began to be built; and it has coſt 23 
miilions of crowns. In the great 
ſquare before this church, there is an 
obeliſk of granite, 80 feet in height 
without the pedeſtal, which is 82 feet 
high. The church of St. John Late- 
ran is the cathedral of the bp. of 
Rome, and adjoining to it is the Scala 
Santa, which has 28 ſteps of white 
marble, on, which every one muſt aſ- 


cend on their knees, becauſe they 


pretend it is. the ſame Chriſt went up 
in the palace of the high prieſt Caj- 
phas. The Rotonda is very remarka- 
able for having no pillar; and it was 


a temple of the antieat Romans, call- 


ed the Pantheon. It is now dedicated 


to the Virgin Mary, and all ſaints; 


but about 3 years ago the roof unhap- 
pily fell in,'to the great damage of 
that antient ſtructure. The library of 
the Vatican is the largeſt and moſt 
complete in the world, eſpecially fince 
that of Heidelberg was carried to 
Rome above 100 years ago. There 
is a vaſt number of manuſcripts in all 
languages, and of all ages, beſides ex- 
cellent pictures by the belt maſters. 
Rome is divided into 14 wards, called 
Rione 
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Rione; and the caſtle of St. Angelo 
is ſufficieat to keep the whole city in 
awe. It is built near the Tiber, is 
flanked with 5 baſtions, and defended 
by a great number of cannon. Ia the 
middle is a large tower, called the 
| Mauſoleum of Adrian, and was built 
by him for a ſepulchre. Here they 
keep the archives and treaſure of the 
church; and there is a ſubterranean 
paſſage to it from the Vatican. There 
are a great number of magnificent 
palaces,.the moſt remarkable of which 
are thoſe of Farneſe and Borgheſe. 
But what is as remarkable as any 
thing at Rome, are the hoſpitals - 
where they ttke care of the poor, the 
fick, and the unfortunate z here are 
not only hoſpitals for each particular 
nation, but there are houſes of charity 
for widows, old maids, women that 
have bad huſbands, and repentant pro- 
ſtitutes. The univ. called the Sapi- 
enza, is not much frequented; but the 
Jeſuits, called the Roman College, 
- has a pretty large number of ſtudents. 
Rome is ſaid to take up as much 
ground as Paris within the walls; but 
then it is not all inhabited, for there 
are many gardens and vineyards. The 
inhabitants are ſaid to be very polite, 
and very far from bigotry, though the 
contrary might be expected. Rome 
is very well fupplied with water by 
their magnificent aqueducts and foun- 
tains; and there is plenty of all forts 


of proviſions, with a great variety of 


wines. It has been ſeveral times ta- 
ken, pillaged, and burnt, by the 
Goths, Vandals, and other nations, 
and laſt of all, by the emp. Charles V. 
which is the reaſon it has loſt ſo much 
of its antient ſplendor.

There are 
mines of gold, filver, tin, and copper, 
and they have plenty of pepper, aloes, 
benjamin, and muſk, The women 
are theonly merchants in buying goods, 
ſo that the men are generally main=- 


tained by the induſtry of their wives, 


The Europeans who come there to 
trade, generally take wives for the 
time they ſtay, who are not leſs in 
eſteem when the men are gone. The 
inhabitants are well ſhaped, have large 
foreheads, little noſes, handſome 
mouths, plump lips, and black ſpark - 
ling eyes. Both ſexes go bare-headed, 
and the men are of an olive colour, 
with little beards; but the women 
are of a ſtraw complexion, and ſome 
have their cheeks a little red. They 
have abundance of animals in the 
woods, as elephants, rhinoceroſſes, 
leopards, and tygers. Their tame 


cattle are, beeves, buffaloes, and hogs,

being 8 in all. There is allo a privy- 
council called the Junto, compoſed of 
the K's favourites, There are 4 vice- 
roys in Spain, namely thoſe of Arragon, 
Navarre, Valenc:a, and Catalonia; 
for the other pro. have only governors. 
The K. has alſo 5 viceroys, and 55 
governors in America, who are changed 
every 5 years, The revenue of the 
K. is almoſt immenſe, but there is no 
knowing exactly what it amounts to. 
With regard to the church, there are 8 
archbiſhoprics, and 44 biſhoprics, who 
have all lage revenues, and the K. 
diſpoſes of all eccleſiaſtical offices. The 
inquiſition was ſet up in;-1477, and 
there are now 14 tribunals, in as 
many different places. They have a 
great number of offices belonging to 
them, beſides 20000 ſpies which they 
employ. This inquiſition was firſt 
deſigned againſt the Moors; but is 
now extended to Jews and hereticks,

They have va- 
rious ſorts of fowls, and plenty of 
antelopes in their foreſts, though but 
few deer. There are no fine build- 
ings, but many of the houſes are 
large; and there are caravanſaries 
and moſques.

by Daniſh Lapland, and by the ocean; 
on the S. by the Baltic Sea, and the 
Gulph of Finland; and on the W. by 
Norway, the Sound, and the Cata- 
gate; being about 800 m. in length, 
from N. to S. and 350 in breadth, 
from E. to W. It is divided into Pro- 
per Sweden, QGothland, Nordland, 
Finland, and Lapland. It was anti- 
ently called Scandinavia, or at leaſt it 
is part of the country of that name. 
In the pro. in which Stockholm is 
ſeated, the ſpring and autumn are 
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ſcarce to be perceived, for the winter 
continues 9 months, and the ſummer 
during the remaining 3. In winter 
the cold is e ceſſive, and in ſummer 
the heat almoſt inſupportable, the air 
being ſerene all that time. 
Nanding this, the Swedes live a long 
while. For want of manure they 


burn their ſuperfluous wood, and ſtrew 


the aſhes on the ground, to render it 
truittn!: however, this practice has of 
late been forbid. Their domeſtic ani- 
mals are horſes, cows, hogs, goats, 
and ſheep, In the winter time fodder 
is fo ſcarce, that the inhabitants are 
forced to unthatch their houfes, to feed 
their cattle. With regard to the wild 
beaſts, there are bears, wolves, foxes, 
v/ild-cats and ſquirrels. In winter the 
foxes and ſquirrels become grey, and 
the hares as white as ſnow. There 
are alſo elks and rein-deer. They 
have ſeveral ſorts of fowle, and par- 
tridges, woodcocks and falcons, in great 
plenty. The filver mines are 200 
yards in depth; and though they are 
rich, yet the peopie who work them 
have ſcarce wherewith to ſubſiſt, when 
the K's duties are paid. The mines 
of copper and iron are exceeding good, 
and they get large quantities out of 
them every year, tho' not ſo much as 
formerly. The Swedes did not apply 
to navigation till 1644, when their 
veſſels had liberty to paſs through the 
Sound, without paying any toll. The 
merchandizes which the Swedes ſup- 
Ply foreigners with, are boards, gun- 
powder, leather, iron, copper, tallow, 
ſkins, pitch, roſin, maſts, and all forts 
of wooden utenſils ; and on the con- 
trary, they are obliged to purchaſe 
Talt, brandy, wine, linen cloth, ſtuffs, 
tobacco, ſugar, ſpice, and paper. 
However, the trade has been greatly 


hurt by the Ruſſians having ſeized 


Livonia, which was the granary. of 
Sweden; and now, in ſcarce years, 
they are obliged to purchaſe corn and 
proviſions of the Ruſſians with ready 
money: beſides, in 1721, their veſ- 
ſels were obliged to pay the ſame toll

ceive a bear, or a wolf, at a diſtance, 
they form themſelves into a circle, 
and are ready to receive the enemy 
with their horns. As for the goats, 
and ſhamoy goats, they feed in flocks 
on the mountains and in the woods, 
and they place centinels on all ſides 
and when any dangerous animal draws 
near, a ſignal is given, and they all 
get into a place of refuge, where the 
ſavage beaſt dares not come, The in- 
habitants are all ſtrong robuſt men, 
for which reaſon they are generally 
choſen by ſeveral nations for the mili- 
tary ſervice, and even the pope has his 
Swiſs guards. The women are toler- 
ably handſome, and have many good 
qualities, and are in general very in- 
duſtrious.” The peaſants retain their 
old manner of dreſs, and are content 
to live upon milk, butter, and cheeſe, 
and there are ſome of the mountai- 
neers who never have any bread. As 
an account of the ſeveral can. and 
their dependencies, may be ſeen in 
their proper places, we have not been 
more particular here.

There is ſuch a number of people, 
tat many want employment; for 
they ſeldom work but when foreign 
ſhips arrive, They are ſo addicted to

gaming, that when every thing elſe 
1s loſt, they will ſtake their wives and 
children, The garments of the Ton- 
Quineſe are made either of ſilk or 
cotton; but the poor people and 
ſoldiers wear only cotton of a dark 
tawny colour. Their houſes are ſmall 
and low, and the walls are either of 
mud, or hurdles dawbed over with 
Cay, In the cap. city called Cacho, 
there are about 20000 houſes with 
mud- walls, and covered with thatch, 
except a few, which are built with 
brick, and roofed with pan- tiles. The 
principal ſtreets are very wide, and 
Paved with ſmall ſtones, The K. of 
onquin has 3 palaces in it, ſuch as 
bey are; and near them are ſtables 
for his horſes and elephants. The 
bouſe of the Engliſh factory is ſeated 
it the N. end of the city, and fronting 
be K. and is the beſt in the city. 
The People in general are courteous, 
nd civil to ſtrangers z but the great 
men are proud, haughty, and ambi- 
ws, the ſoldiers inſolent, and the 
Mor thieviſh, They buy all their

wives, of which the great men have 
ſeveral; but the poor are ſtinted for 
want of money. ln hard times the 


men will ſell both their wives and 


children, to buy rice to maintain 
themſelves. The women offer them - 
ſelves to ſtrangers, as wives, while 
they ſtay, and agree with them for a 
certain price, Even the great men. 
will offer their daughters to the mer- 
chants, and officers, who are likely to 


ſtay 6 months in the country. They 


are not afraid of being with child; 
for if they are girls, - they can ſell 
them well when they are young, be- 
cauſe they are fairer than the other 
inhabitants. Their common drink is 
tea, but they make thernſelves merry 
with arrack. At their great enter- 
tainments, they give their viſitants ar- 
rack, folded up in a betel leaf, daubed 
over with lime made into . mortar, 
Their religion is Paganiſm, yet they 
own a Supreme Being; their idols 
have human ſhapes, but in very dif- 
ferent forms. There are many prieſts 
belonging to them, who are not allow- 
ed the uſe of women, or ſtrong drink. 
They have ſchools of learning, and 
their characters are the ſame, or like 
thoſe of the Chineſe ; and like them 
they write with a hair pencil. They 
have ſeveral mechanic arts or trades, 
ſuch as ſmiths, carpenters, ſawyers, 
Joiners, turners, weavers, taylors, pot- 
ters, painters, money changers, paper- 
makers, workers in laquer, and bell- 
founders. Their commodities are gold, 
muſk, ſilks, callicoes, drugs of many 
ſorts, woods for dying, laquered wares, 
earthen wares, ſalt, anniſeeds, and 
worm-ſceds, The laquered ware is 
not inferior to that of Japan, which is 
accounted the beſt in the world. With 
all theſe merchandizes, one would ex- 
pect the people to be very rich, but 
they are in general very poor, the 
chief trades being carried gn by the 
Chineſe, Engliſh, and Dutch. The 
goods imported beſides ſilver, are ſalt- 
petre, ſulphur, Y.ogliſh broad - cloth, 
pepper, ſpices, and great guns. This 


K. is an abſolute monarchy, and has 


two K's. but one of them has no 
4 B ſhare 
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ſhare in the gov, for the prime miniſter 
is maſter of all the treaſure and forces 
in the K. ſo that the K. is little more 
than a priſoner of ſtate. There are 
always about 30000 ſoldiers near his 
perſon, ready upon all occaſions. With 
regard to his naval force, he has only 
a ſort of flat bottomed galleys, which 
are more for ſtate than ſervice. The 
ſoldiers go all naked, having only a 
cloth to cover what decency obliges 
them to hide; and ſome of them are 
employed in keeping watch and ward, 
there being a ſtrong watch in every 
ſtreet. They have no courts of judi- 
cature; and therefore warrants are 
granted to apprehend malefaQors, who 
are tried by ſingle magiſtrates, There 
are ſeveral eunuchs among them, 
who are chiefly about the court; and 
are ready to procure miſtreſſes for 
ſtrangers. |

But he was o- 
bliged to renounce his right to Tuſca- 
ny, in favour of the emp. now reign- 
ing, then D. of Lorrain z ard which 
was ceded to him as an equivalent for 
the D. of Lorrain, which he had given 
up to France. He now keeps a coun- 


eil of regency in Tuſcany, who have 


the adminiſtration of affaire, and is 
compoſed of ſeveral members. The 
annual revenues of this country may 
he about goc,occ ſcudies, but the ſo- 
vereign cannot ſend above 30,000 men 
into the field, and at fea he has no 
mare than 30 galleys, which he is 
opliged to keep to defend this country 
againſt the Turkiſh pirates.

There is no 
afling through this city in a carriage, 
2 which reaſon they make uſe of a 
fort of boats, called Gondolas. Some 
of the canals have a double quay, as 
in Holland, for thoſe that walk on 
foot. This renders the fituation very 
advantageous ; becauſe this city being 
4 or s m. from the land, has no need 
of walls or ramparts. It alſo has its in- 
conveniences, for they have no water, 
but what is brought a good way off in 
caſks 3 and the canals in the ſummer 
have an offenſive ſmell. The ſea water 
is not very proper to extinguiſh fires, 
for which reaſon, they have no other 
way to put them out, but to blow 
them up with gun-powder, when they 
are in flames, as ſoon as they can. 
There are above 500 bridges over 
theſe canals, the moſt famous of which 
is that of the Rialto. It is built about 
the middle of the great canal, which 
divides Venice into two parts. It is of 
white marble, and has but one arch, 
in which its principal beauty conſiſts ; 
and it is 90 feet from one extremity to 
the other. On this bridge there are 
2 rows of ſhops, which divide it into 
3 ſtreets. The largeſt of which is in 
the middle. The other bridges conſiſt 
enly of one arch, and have no rails on 
each fide. They have ſteps to go up 
them, which are all of a coarſe ſort 
of marble. There are in Venice 53 
public ſquares, as well ſmall as great ; 
the principal of which is called St. 
Merk's place, and is the greateſt orna- 
ment to the city. The procuraties, 
which are a fort of . marble ſtructures, 
whoſe architecture is very handſome 
and regular, run along each fide, having 
large piazzas under them.

In the 
fourth century, when Atilla K. of the 
Huns, called the ſcourge of God, 
ravaged the N. part of Italy ; many 
of the inhabitants abandoned their 
country, and retired into the iſlands of 
the Adriatic-Sea. As theſe iſlands are 
near each other, they found means to 
join them together, by driving piles on 
the ſides of the canals, on which they 
built houſes, and thus the ſuperb city 
of Venice had its beginning. The 
govt. of the republic of Venice is 
ariſtocratic, for none can have any 
ſhare in it but the nobles. Thele 
may be divided into 6 claſſes, namely 
12 of the moſt antient families; 4 
families that in 880, ſubſcribed to the 
building of the abbey of St. George 
thoſe whoſe names were written in the 
golden book in 1296 z the families 
that were ennobled by the public in 
138; ; thoſe that purchaſed their no- 
bility for 100000 ducats, in 1646 
and laſtly, all the ftrangers which the 
Venetians have received into the 
number of their nobility. Any man of 
theſe families above 25 years of age, 
has a right to be a member of the 
council, whether he has any capacity 
or not. It generally conſiſts of about 
2,599 ; and they are accounted great 
politicians, good negotiators, and ſecret 
even to a ſcruple. They alſo make a 
magnificent appearance, ſuitable to the 
Ugnity of their employment. The 
Doge is elected by a plurality of voices, 
aud keeps his dignity for life, and 
they make uſe of gold and ſilver balls, 
Which are put in a veſſel, and ſerve 
for balloting. Thoſe who draw 9 
golden balls, firſt ele 40 counſellors, 
ho draw 12 others. Theſe elect 25 
her counſellors, who draw 9 golden 
balls.

He never uncovers his 
head to any perſon, becauſe he does 
not wear the cap in his own name, but 
in that of the republic. When there 
are any great ſolemnities, a noblemarr 
carries the ſword, which is an emblem 
of the ſupreme authority; but it is not 
before the Doge, but before the ſenate, 
to ſhew that the power is lodged in 
them. 
give audience to all ambaſſadors; to 
marry the Adriatic Sea in the name of 
the republic, on Holy-Thurſday; to 
preſide in all aſſemblies of the ſtate 3 
to have an eye over all the members 
of the magiſtracy; and to nominate 
to all the benefices annexed to the 
church of St. Mark. On the other 
hand, he is to determine nothing 
without the conſent of the council, ſo 
that he is a priſoner in the city, and 
out of it he is no more than a private 
perſon. There are 5 councils, the 
firſt of which is compoſed of the Doge, 
and 6 counſellors called the Signiora. 
The ſecond is the Conſiglia Grande, 
or Grea: Council, in which all the 
nobles have a voice, and fitting. Tte 
third is the Conſiglio-del-Pregadi, 
which is as it were the ſoul of the 
republic, and conſiſts of about 250 of 
the nobility. The fourth is Conſiglio- 
Proprio, whoſe members are called 
Savii Grandi, or the Great Sages, which 
join to the Signiora, and conſiſts of 28 
aſſeſſors. This gives audience to the 
ambaſſadors, The fifth and laſt is Il- 
Collegio-delli-dieci, and is compoſed 


of 10 counſellors, who take notice of 


all criminal matters; and the Doge 
himſe'f when accuſed, is obliged to 
appear before them, There is no ap- 
peal from this council, and it is 2 great 
misfortune to be cited before it, It is 
a kind of ſtate inquiſition, as ſevere 
as that for .relig'on ; and they have 2 
great number of ſpies, wiv diſcover 
not only what is done, but what :'s 
ſaid. As to religion, the venetians are 
Roman Catholics, yet they tolerate the 
Greeks, Turks, and Perfian*s. The 
Proteſtants are not allowed the free 
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exerciſe of their religion; but they 
are neither hated nor perſecuted, as in 
other Popiſh countries. The head of 
the clergy is the Patriarch of Venice, 
who muſt be a noble Venetian, and is 
elected by the ſenate. This Patriarch, 
in conſequence of the policy of the 
| ſenate, has ſcarce any power over the 
prieſts and monks, who are greatly 
corrupted, There is another Patriarch 
belonging to Venice, whoſe authority 
extends over Friuli, Iſtria, and moſt 
of the bp's on Terra Firma. The 
tribunal of the inquifition at Venice, 
1s compoſed of the Pope's Nuncio, the 
Patriarch of Venice, and the Father- 
inquiſitor; but as theſe had need of a 
bridle, they have added 3 counſellors 
10 the number, without whoſe conſent 
they can determine nothing. The 
clergy in general are ignorant, yet are 
pretty good orators. When the diver- 
fions of the carnival are over, you hear 
Nothing but ſermons about repentance, 
and they declaim very ſtrongly againſt 
the violators of the ſixth command- 
ment; however, the breach of it is fo 
common, and fo much in faſhion, that 
the confeſſors themſelves treat it as a 
peccadillo. In times of peace, the 
Venetians generally keep an army of 
16, oco regular troops, and 10, ooo mili- 
tia. On the ſea they have always a ſmall 
fleet, compoſed of a few men of war, 
Frigates, and galleys, which convoy the 
ſhips deſigned for the Levant, and 
cover the harbour of Corfu, There 


are alſo 6 galleys, with a few galliots 


or brigantines, to oppoſe the Corſairs 
which cruiſe on their coaſts. In time 
of war they raiſe as many troops as 
they have occaſion for, and they are 
fond of taking Germans into their pay. 
Their famous carnival begins on New- 
year's-day, and continues till Aſh-Wed- 
meſday; all which time is employed in 
Iports and diverſions. Then there is 
Icarce any diſtinction betwixt vice and 
virtue; for libertiniſm reigns through 
the city, and there are thouſands of 
ſtrangers frequent it from al} parts of 
Europe. They all appear in maſques, 
which no one dares to take off, and in 
this diſguiſe they imitate the fury of 


VER 
the antient Bacchanals ; and the nearet 
Aſh-Wedneſday approaches, the more 
mad they are. The principal ſpot of 
the maſquerade is St. Mark's place, 
where there are ſometimes 15,009 
people; and it ſwarms with harlequins, 
jeſters, mountebanks, rope-dancers, and 
puppet-ſhows. Even the prieſts and 
monks enjoy the diverſions of the car. 
nival ; and they may keep concubine: 
at other times, ſing upon the ſtage, 
and take what liberties they pleaſe, 
provided they do not meddle with the 
govt. The nuns do the ſame, and lead 
diſſolute lives; nor can the patriarch 
reſtrain them, for he attempted it once, 
but the ſenate interpoſed, and obliged 
him to deſiſt.

It is lawful for each pro. to ſend one 
or more deputies, though they have . 
but one voice. This council does not 
always fit, yet they change the preſi- 
dent every week. The other councils 
are, the council of ſtate, the board of 
accounts, the council of the grand 
admiralty, the council of Brabant, 
which aſſembles at the Hague, and the 
council 'of Flanders, which meets at 
Middleburg in Zealand, The higheſt 
office in this country is the ſtadtholder; 
for he is at the ſame time gov. gene- 
ral of the Seven United Pro, captain- 
general, and grand-admiral. In the 
infancy of the republic they had but 
one ſtadtholder, who was a P. of the 
houſe of Naſfau ; but this laſted only 
till 1650, when they determined to 
aboliſh this office for ever: but the 
diſorders of this republic obliged them 
to elect another in 1672; nay, they 
had two; for Holland, Zealand, U- 
trecht, Guelderland, and Overyſſel, 
choſe William III. P, of Naſſau, who 
continued in this office 30 years: the

They 
ſend their merchant-ſhips within the 
ſtreights of Gibraltar, to Spain, France, 
Italy and the Levant; as alſo to 
Guinea, the Eaſt-Indies, Moſcovy, and 
ſeveral other parts: however, their 
principal trade depends upon the E. 
India comp. which is the moſt conſi- 
derable 'in the world, and was firſt 
eſtabliſhed in 1602. It is ſaid they 
have 15,000 troops in the E. Indies, 
with 160 ſhips, and 80,000 perſons 
to man them, and for their ſervice, 
whole names are regiſtered at an of- 
ſice in Amſterdam. When any fo- 
reigners are in their ſervice, and die 
abroad, the com. takes care their ef- 
fects ſhall go to the right heir.
